German Sour Meat.—Add to & half
oup of vinegar a cupful of water, one
onlon and a teaspoonful of whole all-
gplee, one tablespoonful of sugar and
galt to taste. Put a plece of meat for
ronsting In this, turning It often; let
stand three days, when It is ready to
brown (o fat and roast, using the
plekle to baste it when roasting.

Sour Batten~Take a nlce plece
from the round, lay in vinegar, with an
onlon, salt, allspice and pepper, with
one bay leaf; let stand three to five
days, depending on the amount of the
meat. Brown the meat in a deep fry-
ing pan, pour in the vinegar and suf-
flelent water to cover the meat; sim-
mer until the meat Is tender.” Straln
the gravy from the spices, and thicken
with flour before serving.

Mutton With Peas.—(Cut mutton In
serving slzed pleces, brown and put
to cook In a small amount of water;
when nearly done add w can of peas
and season well. Serve with the peas
poured over the mutton.

BROTHS FOR THE SICK.

Proth 18 o lguid contalning the
Juices of soluble parts of meat and
bone which have been extracted by
long, slow cooking. When cold, It 1a
more or less solld, according to the
gelatinous nature of the infredients.

The chief object In making broth ls
to obtain the largest possible amount
of nutriment from the meat, so we
cut it In small pleces and soak It in
cold water, using the water as well
as the meat in the slow cooking which
fallows. A tightly-covered kettle
which will retain the steam I8 deair
able, othérwise much of the flavor 1s
lost by evaporation.

Mutton Broth.—Mutton broth is the
accepted kind for the convalescent.
Wipe a ploce of the neck welghing two
pounds, cut off all skin and fat and
cut the meat In small pleces, Put the
bones into the ketile with the meat,
add cold water and let them stand an
hour to extract the julces. Heat grad-
ually to the bolling point, season with
ealt and pepper and slmmer for two
hours, but do not allow to boll. Re
move fat and straln through a coarse
slexe. Berve holt, In re-healing, use
a double boller.

Three tablespoonfuls of rice or bar-
lay may be added; sopk the barley
over night, add to the broth and cook
until the graius are tender. If the
broth 18 made the day before and
cold, the fat may be easily removed.

Nutritious Beef Broth.~—Cul threa
pounds of solid meat from the shoul
der or shin in small pleces, put the
erncked bone Into an earthen jar, cov-
er with cold water and cook slowly
with the meat ten or twelve hours in
a slow oven, A fireless cooker i an
ideal place to prepare this broth,
Straln through a colander, add salt
and oool quickly. When ecold, remove
the fat, Serve cold as a felly or heat
to 170 degrees; not highor, as bolling
injures its value,

Egg Broth.—Beat the white and yolk
of an egg aoparately and add the yolk
gradually to a cup of hot beef broth.
atirring constantly. Add salt and fold
in the white of egg. reheat carefully
and gerve hot.
